SIMPLE REMEDIES FOR PIMPLES 

Acne Vulgaris is a widespread 
skin disease characterized by | 
blackheads, pimples, blotches and 
greasiness of the skin, chiefly on the 
chin, cheeks, forehead, shoulders and 
back, It is commonest in young peo 
ple in the adolescent period from the 
early teens to the early 20s 

The first sign of acne is a number 
of minute, red, scattered points or 
little pimples which form at the 
mouths of the tiny glands or pits tn 
which the microscopic hairs on the 
skin are embedded At first there 
may be only three or four, but as new 
crops constantly break out there may | 
be a dozen more in a few weeks, Soon 
the little dark red or bright red pim- 
ples become larger and full of pus, 
which should then be removed, as I 
shall explain below, If the ulceration 
deep, & perman 
ent sear in the form of a pink or red 
spot will be left after the pimple has, 
healed 

An antiseptic wash is uscful in the 
treatment of acne, and for this pur- 
pose a simple solution made with 
boric acid is excellent, To prepare it 
dissolve one heaping teaspoonful of | 
boric acid in a pint of boiling water 
‘The lotion should be used while it is 
quite hot, but, of course, not hot 
enough to burn the skin. Bathe the 
pimples in the hot solution, then with 
“4 sterilized needle open the ripe ones 
and gently press out the pus. ‘There | 
are several ways to sterilize the! 
needle; it may be dipped in alcohol, 
heated in the flame of a match, sus- 
pended in boiling water or dipped 


Bathe the pimples a second time in 
fresh boric acid solution. If possible, 


expose the affected skin to the cun’'s 
rays for about ten minutes after the 
treatment Repeat the whole proce 
dufe every day or every other day for 
several week The mild sunburn 
combined with the antiseptic local 
treatments is healing During the 
day the following lotion may be pat- 
ted on several times and allowed to 
dry One dram sulphate of zinc, one 


dram sulphuretted potash, four ounces 
rose water Dissolve the sulphate of 
zine in half of the rosewater and dis- 
olve the potash in the other half 
then mix the two solutions

of pimples One must build up the 
general health avold constipation 
digestive troubles and anything else 
tends to lower the tone of the 
system, Diet is @ big factor in effect-
